Lew is Nixon, the ship builder, be­ 
lieves that hundreds of lives might be 
spared in sea disasters with an effi­ 
cient life saving suit that would keep 
persons warm when in the water. 
He 
says that it is perfectly possible to 
have a life saving suit that would be 
comfortable for many hours In the 
coldest water. 
“W ith every loss of a vessel we look 
for lessons, find them each time and 
then ignore them,” says Mr. Nixon in 
the New York Herald. 
“It’s true we 
do not build vessels to collide with one 
another, yet we have had many col­ 
lisions of late. 
We build to avoid fire, 
yet fire still stands out, to my mind, 
as the great peril at sea. 
“But let us read our lesson from re­ 
cent wrecks. 
lu all many have been 
lost who might have beeu saved with 
nn efficient life saving suit. 
“It is not only necessary to have the 
man in the w ater kept afloat until re 
lief comes. 
We all know of the grevr- 
some sight of num erous corpses float­ 
ing on the ocean, dead from exposure, 
after the loss of the Titanic. 
It is per­ 
fectly possible to don a l i f e saving suif 
th a t one can 
b e comfortable in fot 
many hours in an icy sea. 
“ It may be said that such a device 
is too bulky to be carried and that it 
will not nften be u sed 
Yet ¡1 such do 
vices 
h a d been available the greatei 
part of the passengers of the Titanic 
and the Empress of Ireland would now 
be ali\ e 


Chutes D o w n S h ip ’s Sides. 
“Since, 
uudci 
certain 
conditions,, 
which have been of frequent occur 
rence of lute, safety lies in getting 
i afloat, there should be regular chutes 
dow n which one could slide and he 
delivered clear of the vessel 
When 
one thinks of jum ping from the deck 
of a vessel as high us a bouse the ter 
ror of contemplation results in detnor 
alization just at a moment when the 
keenest wit is netnled. 
Of course this 
does not argue th at we must not have 
the I vest boat and boat lowering equip 
ment possible. 
“The safe transfer of ail passengers 
Into the lifeboats is. of course, the 
most desirable outcome, but, as we see 
this is not alw ays possible. 
“A side wiping blow delivered In 
such a vessel as the Storstad would 
sink almost any vessel, though 1 am 
inclined to think that the heavy scan 
tlings of large vessels like the Lusita 
nia, the Imperntor or the Vaterland 
would break off the stem of a vessel 
so much smaller and so localize the 
damage. 
Our aim must he, of course, 
to keep them apart. 
“I have expected before this to see 
some direction indicator, to the need 
of which I called attention when the 
Titanic sank. 
Such indicator worked 
by wireless to point toward the ap­ 
proaching or signaling vessel being 
moved by wireless rays originating on 
the other vessel, each to have such an 
indicator worked by rays from the 
other at a distance up to, say, five 
miles. 
“There should be on all passenger 
vessels storage batteries that would 
light up enough lights in passageways 
and about the decks to enable passen­ 
gers to move freely and special colored 
lights, well understood, to show the 
means of reaching the upper deck.”

That marine tragedies like the sink­ 
ing of the Empress of Ireland are 
needless, even inexcusable.

air they vary in accuracy of direction; * 
hence submarine hell warnings of dan- j 
per are superior to all others In tim e 1 
of fog or darkness. 
Mr. Mlllett was one of the first, to j 
take up the study of sound in water j 
and for seven years as an officer of the i 
company which Introduced the system 
now In general use all over the world 
was engaged in i>erfee{,jng the appara­ 
tus. making it practicable and causing 
its adoption In marine circles.

Mexico (City, July 16.—Gen. Victo-I 
riana Huerta, “actuated by the high­ 
est iuuti\es of patriotism,’ presented 
his resignation as provisional presi­ 
dent of the Mexican republic to the I 
chamber of deputies last night. It was! 
tiled through the department* of for­ 
eign relations. 
Likewise 
all mem­ 
bers of the Ifuerta cabinet tendered 
their resignations. 
Mexico City i? teeming with ex­ 
c it e m e n t . 
Reports are rife that Hu­ 
erta and his high officials will at­ 
tempt to flee the city. 
On the other hand, Huerta's non­ 
chalance and the fact that he was 
seen around his usual daunts leads 
many to believe that he may delay 
his departure. 
Significance la placed on the de­ 
m onstration which took place in the 
cham ber of deputies when H uerta’s 
resignation was received. 
The depu­ 
ties and spectators who filled the gal­ 
leries shouted: “Viva H u erta!’’ 
T he feeling th at he will flee— and 
shortly—is upperm ost, however. The 
close proximity of the rebel forces 
who are m arching on the capital af­ 
te r their string of decisive victories 
leads to the belief that the dictator 
sees the futility of rem aining longer 
and will “give up the ghost.’’ 
At 7:20 o'clock last evening F ran ­ 
cisco Carbajal took the oath as the 
president of Mtxico 
before the as­ 
sembled deputies and senators. 
The new' executive, escorted by the 
presidential guards, went im m ediate­ 
ly to the national palace.
